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exposed to a harness adapting instantly when given the 
chance to pull a sled. As there are no reins, the dogs are 
controlled completely by voice commands. Hollywood 
would have us believe that drivers call “Mush” to get the 
teams moving, but in fact, they more often say “ let’s go” 
or “hike”. Gee and haw are the terms for right and left 
as with teams of horses. 


James Mile, President of the CVSHC, looks forward to a 
snowy winter. “We love to run the dogs on snow. 
When it turns to ice, however, we stop as it is a 
recreational activity and we don’t want anyone 
to put anyone in danger.” 


When there is snow on the ground, mushers drive sleds 
made of ash tied with leather. When the ground is bare, 
they use aluminum or steel rigs. Other than their voices 
and the training they provide for the dogs, the only 
other control devise is a simple foot brake to help them 
stop. 

“If a dog doesn’t want to pull a sled, you can’t make 
him. They were born to do it. It is instinctive,” accord- 
ing to Kowalcky. 


When everyone is set to race, the noise is deafening, : 


as the dogs are competitive and eager to start. The pace 
of the races varies with the conditions. Cold works in 
favor of the teams. When temperatures rise about 40 
degrees, the races are called off as the dogs can become 
overheated and collapse. 

Once a race starts, teams move at varying speeds. 
Sometimes several cross the finish line at the same time 
making for an exciting ending. At other times, teams 
come in at intervals. The best time for a race in the 


Pachaug Forest was 3.5 miles in 11 minutes, a very lively : 


pace.

eter Desforges, owner of Fins & Tales 
Prscoen in Southbridge, was basically born 

into the restaurant business. His uncle is Rom of 
Rom’s Restaurant, a Sturbridge dining landmark for over 
50 years. As a child Peter lived so close to Rom’s that his 
mother would walk to work. He began his own culinary 
arts career at age twelve, and over the years did every- 
thing “from salads to management” at Rom’s. Although 
Rom’s closed last year, the family tradition continues 
at Fins &@ Tales at 858 Main Street in Southbridge, MA, 
with Peter at the helm. 
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“T always dreamed of having my own 
restaurant,” Peter says. “As kids we used 
to joke about ‘Pete’s Pasta Palace.’ But 
there was never a need for me to open 
one. A year before Rom’s closed, I left the 
restaurant. I saw the writing on the wall.” 
After that, the opening of Fins & Tales 
seems like destiny. In 2004, Peter and his 
wife Deborah—an interior decorator and 
seamstress-purchased the Delahanty Building on Main 
Street. Built in the mid-1800s, this three-story brick com- 
mercial building was in rough shape—the roof was so 
bad it rained into the top floor. 

“Debby saw the building on the news,” says Peter. 
“She lived in Southbridge her whole life and was looking 
for a place for her business. I didn’t want to have any- 
thing to do with the building, to be honest, but it was in 
the right price range.” The plan was to create a place for 
Deborah’s interior design and custom window treatment 
business Frangelique (named for the Desforges’ daugh- 
ters Francesca and Angelique) and lease the rest. 

“We did a ton of work on it,” Peter recalls. “We tore 


out the old plaster, exposed all the brick work, refinished : 
all the floors, upgraded the electric and plumbing, added } 


an elevator...” After the first floor was serviceable, Debo- 
rah moved in her business. Then Peter left Rom’s, which 
closed soon after. Peter’s dream became more accessible. 
“Everything started to come together when we decided 
to open the restaurant,” says Peter. He needed more 
parking and approached the owner of AGM Tool & 

Die next door. Mr. Alberti had been a good customer 

at Rom’s, where Peter had often chatted with him. This 
acquaintance eased the way for them to strike a deal for 
the land Mr. Alberti owned behind the restaurant. “Once 
the parking lot was in place, we knew we could have the 
restaurant,” says Peter. Today, Mr. Alberti attends Lion’s 


Club meetings held in Fins & Tales’ function room every : 


Tuesday. “It’s a big circle,” Peter says. “Growing up in 
town helps a lot...the town wanted us here.” 

The atmosphere of Fins & Tales is upscale casual. It 
is a comfortable place, with lofty ceilings, red brick walls 
and masculine colors. Antique fishing creels, vintage 
shelves, and historic sepia photographs decorate the 
walls. Soaring windows that look out onto Main Street 
are graced with draperies that both enhance the space 
and provide privacy from the street.

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These days it’s hip to be green. Since the world of 
fashion and artis on the front line of any trend, 
it’s no surprise that many artists and designers 
are producing ecologically friendly work. 


“T love to see things recycled, reused, repurposed, up- 
cycled, whatever one wants to call it,” says artist Cheryl 
Martin. One of Cheryl’s current projects is creating 
hand-painted origami mobiles from what most of us con- 
sider trash. She paints magazine subscription cards with 
watercolors and folds these into peace cranes. Then she 
takes the paper that collects the watercolor run-off and 
turns that into more art, origami Christmas tree pins. 

“I don’t usually call what I do green,” Cheryl ex- 
plains. “I usually call it recycling. I go to my recycling 
bin and thrift shops and find things that can be given a 
second life. I like to take it out of the context for which it 
was intended and come up with something new.” Cheryl 
can find an artistic outlet for just about anything. She 
turns thrift shop clothing into knitted or woven bags, 
placemats, and rugs. Wool sweaters are felted (shrunk) 
and become bags, scarves, or flowers. Junk mail is fod- 
der for papier-maché and paper casting. Cereal boxes, 
shirt cardboards and paper bags are resurrected as jour- 
nals and paper collages. 

Cheryl’s recyled art was originally inspired by neces- 
sity not trend: the desire to create coupled with the need 
for supplies. “Years ago we didn’t have the abundance 
of materials that we can choose from today. When I 
couldn’t find a store with needlepoint canvas, I used bur- 
lap. I made small weaving looms for pin weaving with 
corrugated cardboard instead of the foam core that I use 
today. There were very few art supply stores and art in-

Mariko 
Nakaya Davis is a designer who 
makes tote bags, small pouches, 
coin purses and cushion covers 
from vintage feed and grain sacks. 
“T like the aesthetic of older fabrics 
and print designs. I was fascinated 
by the graphic design and wanted 
to find a way to give these old fabrics a new life. While 
‘green’ is not a label I use for my products, I think any art 
that tries to minimize environmental impact and waste 
is ‘green’,” says Mariko, who finds vintage feed bags on 
the Internet and in antique stores and yard sales. Mariko 
sells her work on the Internet and at Silver Circle Studio 
in Putnam. She donates 20% of her profit to BARC a no- 
kill shelter for homeless pets 
barcshelter.org 

Pamela Laurenzo of Black Sheep Designs incorpo- 
rates vintage beads, findings, coins, tags, keys, tokens 
and buttons into unique earrings, necklaces and 
bracelets. “My mother was an avid antiques collector/ 


: junk shop hunter and I often accompanied her on her 


excursions,” Pam explains. “Through her, I learned to 
appreciate the beauty of all things old. I often find that 
vintage beads/findings are of much higher quality than 
their modern counterparts. Not to mention more unique 
and rare, since they are no longer manufactured.” While 
Pam’s designs make use of used materials, she also inte- 
grates “new old stock”—items manufactured in a bygone 
era but never used. “It’s enjoyable to find new uses for 
old materials,” she says. “A coin becomes an earring, a 
locker tag becomes a pendant. The jewelry medium re- 
ally showcases the beauty of vintage materials!”

Lampwork glass artist Cynthia Saari combines 
her luminous handmade beads and tiles with materials 
like beads, buttons, shells, twigs, chain, and scrap glass. 
Cynthia finds combining her original art with found ob- 


: jects and vintage materials “aesthetically interesting and 


affordable. I think collectors benefit by looking at things 

in a new way and by seeing old pieces revived.” 
“ReCollection Ware” is what artist Jennifer 

Flanagan calls her work using recycled materials. Her 


: jewelry collection was born from “broken relics, shop 
: worn leather, bent wires, imperfect and discarded 


trinkets that I’ve gathered, treasured, (loved) then as- 
sembled.” She also incorporates vintage “found” photog- 
raphy, which can impart humor or tenderness or both. 
“Tam inspired by an ironic attempt to identify poignant 
yet anonymous moments 
captured within the 
images,” her artist state- 
ment reads. “Fair Trade 
beads, river rocks, shells 
and other discards from 
small villages in develop- 
ing countries” are other 
sources of material for 
her. “The recycled glass 
beads are made by hand 
from empty Coca Cola 
bottles. Providing a mar- 
ket for these particular 
beads helps some of the 
village artisans to house, 
feed and clothe their 
families, something they might not 
otherwise be able to do.” 

Artist Marcia Lewis takes the 
term “green” art to another level. “I 
collect objects from nature, feathers, 
fallen leaves or flowers, whatever 
catches my eye and combine these 
pieces with a natural silver clay 
called Precious Metal Clay to trans- 
pose the object into a piece of fine 
silver art.” Using a nineteen-step 
technique, Marcia takes two to three months to complete 
each piece. “Green can be considered a term for re-using 
an object and re-creating it into a new paradigm, a new 
beginning or new dimension. For example, I took an 
orchid flower from my daughter’s wedding and, through 
my work with Precious Metal Clay, transformed it into a 
silver pendant that will be a physical representation of a 
treasured memory that will live with me forever. You take 
something that is a byproduct of the earth and transfer 
it into a pure state of silver. One can get no greener than 
mother nature.”
